Persuant to announcement, a conven- 
tion of sailors and soldiers favorable 
to the President's policy met at the court- 
house last night. Colonel W. P. Boone 
presided, and Captain L B. Webster acted 
as Secretary. 

Colonel J. Kowau Boone ofiered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were unani- 
mously adopted: 

We, soldiers and sailors of Louisville, 
here assembled iu Convention, express 
our sentiments concerning the political 
issues now before the people, in which are 
involved the existence of the 1'nion, and 
the tranquillity and welfare of our coun- 
try, do hereby resolve as follows, viz: 

L Thst we still cherish the same devo- 
tion to the Cnion and the Constitution of 
the 1 " nited States that snimsted us during 
the late war for the suppression of the re- 
bellion, and we do hereby reaffirm that 
"thr I'nion mtt.it and xhtill be prctrrved." 

2. That in ourcapacities as soldiers and 
sailors having been, in common with our 
comrades of the army and navy at large, 
the instruments by which, with the favor 
of God, the efforts made to sever the 
Union by force of arms were rendered lu- 
tile, we now feel that we are not arrogat- 
ing to ourselves sny undue importance

They claimed to be from the Fifteenth 
ward, and headed by a brass band, march- 
ed along Fourth to Vine, down Vine to 
Third, and wheeled into a dress-parade 
position in front of the Burnet.
